Cast No Shadow 


But then things went quiet. 
Very quiet. Release dates 
were given and then promptly 
missed, resulting in Bleem! 
keeping schtum. Until now, 
that is. Sweeping in under the 


cover of night and dropping in 
m® behind enemy lines almost 


unnoticed, the first Bleem! 
emulated game for the 
Dreamcast was released last 
month in the form of Gran 
Turismo 2 — well if you’re 
going to emulate a game you 
might as well do it to the 
best.

In both locations you will 
find Discoveries — Roc’s Nest, Will ‘o 
Wisps and Mysterious Rings. Travel 
southeast and you'll come across the 
Spell Pirates. Don’t be too complacent 
about this battle, as their Dark Torpedo 
can hit you for as much as 6,0OOHP! 
Use Increm to protect yourself while 


you hit the enemy with Cannons and 
Magic Cannons. As you travel into 
Valuan air space you will encounter a 
Black Pirate.

» You'll have three rounds to kill Gordo 
before he uses his Loqua Spray move. 
This move will hit your entire party for a 
maximum of 7OOHP, so make sure they’re 
all above that level. Use Aika’s Delta 
Shield to nullify the Chef’s Pyres attacks. 
Cast Increm on Drachma, and get him to 
use his Tackle move on Gordo. This will 
hit for 1,300HP! Once Gordo is down, 
you can relax a bit while you take out the 
Mad Chefs. 


Keep travelling into the desolate 
region of Valua until you come to the 
Maw of Tartus. Once there, some 
Valuan Enforcers will attack you. 
Defeat them and pick up the three 
Choms. Do not use them! Now it’s 
time to look for Rhaknam. Fly south 
and search around until you find him. 
A fleet of Valuan Battle Cruisers are 
attacking him, so you'll need to get 
through them first. 


SHIP BATTLE: VALUAN BATTLE CRUISER 
ITEMS WON: NONE 


> The usual tactics will get you through 
this one. Cast Driln and Increm, then 
attack with Cannons and Wevies. When 
you get the option, choose to keep your 
distance from the enemy. 


When Vyse comes to, search the 
tunnels to find the Moonberry and 
Gonzales’s Map. Then go into the 
cavern and have a rest. As Aika, go to 
the Inn and stay the night. As Vyse, 
get into a couple of fights with the 
native animals. When you have 
enough meat, Vyse will sit down and 
cook a meal. Next you'll have to 
explore the island and collect all the 
firewood. Finally, you'll have to collect 
all the MoonStones that were 


uncovered by the rain. An air pirate 
will pick you up from the island. His 
name is Gilder. Once you have control 
of the ship, fly north-northwest to the 
mountains, and search for the Skull 
Rock Discovery on the very edge of 
Valuan territory. With this found, fly 
south to Nasrad. 

Climb up the ladder and warn the 
gunner about the attack. Now go to 
the Guild and sort out your 
Discoveries. Head over to the bar and 
have a chat to the people there. Now 
go to the Inn and stay the night. 

As Aika, go to the bar in order to 
collect your wages. Now go back to 
the Inn and get Daccat’s Map from 
the old man. 

As Vyse, visit the Weapons Store 
and the Items Store. Then go to the 
palace gates and tell the guards that 
you have important information for 
the Nasultan. 

As Aika, travel back to the Skull 
Rock, then travel in the direction in 
which it is facing. One of the small 
islands is Daccat’s Island. Land on it 
and find the Cham before you enter. 

Fly the Claudia to Daccat’s Island. 
Vyse will land on a different side of 
the island, thus solving the puzzle. 
Once inside, explore and find the 
treasure chests. Use the team-switch 
logo to switch to Vyse’s team. One of 
the chests will be guarded by Zivilyn 
Bane, although he won’t pose much 
of a threat. How he got in here is 
anyone’s guess! Defeat him to receive 
a Zaal Seed and the Soul Crystal. Hit 
the switch to open the door on Aika’s 
side. As Aika, open the chest and hit 
the switch to open the door on Vyse’s 
side. Grab the Gold and step on the 
slab to open the doors on both sides. 
Switch back to Aika’s team and grab 
the Maiden’s Armour. Switch to Vyse 
and turn the wheel. Climb up to the 
chest. Keep switching and turning 
until you have found all the treasures. 
Eventually, both teams will end up on 
a slab by a doorway.

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As Aika, grab the Vidal Seed, 
Moonberry and the Cham, then stand 
on the slab in the far corner. Switch 
back to Vyse. Find the Risan Crystals, 
the Moonberry and the Electrum Box 
before moving on. The next room will 
take a lot of switching and turning 
before you finally get to the slabs at 
the end of it.

Death Waltz requires both enemies to 
cast it, so that move is no longer a 
problem. Tundra Blast will hit for a 
maximum of 600HP - just keep your 
health above 1,000 to be safe. 

Destra is pretty much immune to all 
physical attacks — Pirate’s Wrath will 
only hit it for around SOOHP. For some 
reason, it is scared of Aika. Her physical 
attack and Lambda Burst will hit it for 
between 300 and 500HP. Pyrum will also 
hurt it, though there is no move that will 
cause any big damage. Just keep 
chipping away at it until it dies.

This move will hit it for 
5,500HP thus killing it in one move! Now 
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* This guy shouldn’t cause any problems. 
Use standard attacks as well as Cutless 
Fury, Lambda Blast and Pirate’s Wrath. If 
Vigoro casts Charm on Aika, don’t worry 
about it. You could waste a Curia Crystal 
on her, but the effect will only last for 
two rounds at the most, so don’t worry 
about it. 


Ride the lift down to the Cannon 
Room. Go inside and use run through 
the tunnel.

You will now be on-board the prince's 
flagship. Simply Focus until you have 
enough SP to fire the Super Cannon.

Once 
you have paid for the base to be built, 
choose Fina’s flag in order to give her 
some confidence.

*, Now that your ship has been 


.” reinforced, you can continue your 
search for the crystals. Find the Ruins 
of Rolana by flying southeast from 
Nasrad, down a narrow gully.

You should be able to buy a bunch of 
new ones as well. On your way to 
Victory Cape, challenge the Black 
Pirate that is hanging around the 
Temple Of Pyrynne area.

There’s a Cham at the 
bottom of the ladder, as well as a 
chest containing some Gold if you 
follow the corridors.

There’s also 
a Moonberry to be found just around 
the corner. Visit the Tavern last of all — 
Fina will barge in and tell you that the 
Armada is on its way.

> The first two battles are simple 
enough. Cast Increm and Driln. Then 
attack with the Advanced Cannon or the 
MoonStone Cannon for devastating 
effect. If you get the option, choose to 
close in. The third and final battle won’t 
be so easy. At first you won’t be able to 
use your MoonStone Cannon. After being

rammed by the enemy, you'll learn that 
you have to use Quika just before a red- 
square attack. By doing this, you can 
dodge the attack and use a MoonStone 
Cannon shot in the next round.

Sometimes the enemy 
will drop down, at which point you can 
hit them with your cannons.

ATTACKS: IRNAGUN, TATATIMAROTU 
ITEMS WON: MOONBERRY 


» These guys specialise in an ancient 
eastern martial art, and as such, are not 
armed. Don’t let this deceive you, as 


their attacks will hit you for around 
1,500HP. Status attacks will not touch 
them, so don’t use them. Cast Increm on 
your party and Focus until you have 
enough SP for Pirate’s Wrath. This will 
reduce them to sniffling Fools! Use 
Sacrum to keep your HP up at all times. 


Keep travelling north until you reach 
Yafutoma. Talk to Lord Mikado, then 
rest up in the guest house. Take the 
lift down to the lower levels. There’s a 
Cham to find near where the sisters 
are squabbling. Jump into a tub boat 
and drop off the edge of the 
waterfall. Find Kirala. Treat her nicely 
and she'll join your crew. Make your 
way back up to the restaurant where 
Kirala’s sister works. Urala will now 
join your crew. Explore the town and 
buy what you need from the Weapons 
and Items Stores. Go through the 
secret door in the Items Store to get 
the 3,000 Gold. 

There’s a Moonberry puzzle to be 
solved before you leave. Jump into a 
tub and ride it over to the opposite 
dock. Walk round to the wooden 
bridge (near the tub-boat man) and 
hit the switch. Go back to the tub and 
ride it through the open bridge. 

Make your way down to the docks 
and save your progress. Lastly, visit 
the Ship Merchant and buy whatever 
you need from him. It would be a 
good idea to stock up on Deluxe Kits, 
as they are ridiculously cheap here. 
Now you can get him to escort you to 
the mountain. 

Slide down the rope and walk 
through the underwater corridor. Hit 
the switch in the main room, then 
head left and hit both the switches in 
the next room. Go back to the main 
room and head for the opposite 
doorway. This will lead you to a room 
containing many pools of water. In the 
middle there are four in a row. Jump 
into the second one from the left. You 


will land on a walkway, from which 
you can get to another switch. Hit it 
and head back to the main room. 

There is one more doorway in this 
room. Go through it and follow the 
corridor to the T-Junction. Turn right 
and drop into the water. Explore the 
submerged cavern until you find a 
slope leading to an encounter with 
Zivilyn Bane. You know what to 
expect. Hit him with two Pirate’s 
Wraths to see him off. A Vidal Seed 
and a Windsong Orb will be your 
reward. Go back to the place where 
you dropped into the water. There is 
another passageway, leading to the 
final switch. 

Now you can go back to the main 
room, and drop into the water. Follow 
the passageway. The rope will take 
you back to the main room. The 
passageway will take you to a Cham. 
At the junction, go straight on to find 
a Moonberry. By now, you should’ve 
learned all the Special Moves. Go back 
and take the alternative route. 

Aluspheres inhabit the next area. 
Judgement is probably the only move 
that will hurt them to any degree, so 
save up your SP and use it whenever 
you can. In an up-coming corridor 
you will have to fight against four 
groups of these creatures! There is a 
way around it, but we suggest 
fighting them for the experience 
points. Follow the corridor and save 


your game. 


» This is going to be one long battle. Cast 
Incremus, and change Vyse’s and 
Enrique’s weapons to yellow. Cast Sacrum 
whenever a character gets below 1,800HP. 
The only attacks that will really hurt it are 
Pirate’s Wrath and Judgement, hitting for 
4,000HP and 2,500HP respectively. 

Once every couple of rounds, Tortigar 
will cast Steelskin, which will last for one 
round. During this period, it will shrug off 
all attacks. Occasionally it will cast 
Sacrulen, thus regaining all of its HP! This 
can be extremely annoying, but keep 
pummelling it. If you get the attacks in 
quickly enough, it won’t get the chance to 
heal itself.

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base. Visit Khazim and buy some new 
equipment. Grab the Cham from 
behind the Engineering Hut, then go 
up to the island surface. There is a 
Cham to be found near the flag-post. 
Talk to Kirala and Osman - give them 
the money they need to do the 
necessary renovations. 

Use the lift to get up to the 
Meeting Room. In the morning, give 
Izmael enough money to do some 
renovations. Fly south to The Lands 
Of Ice. You’ve been there before, so 
you shouldn’t have any problems 
finding it. Keep flying south so that 
you end up at the top of the map. 
Use the bird’s eye view to spot the 
temple under the ice. 

Grab the Cham from the entrance. 
Talk to the first Guardian Stone. The 
answer to the question is, of course, 
the ‘Power Of Ice.’ The answer to the 
second Guardian Stone is ‘Two,’ and 
the answer to the third Guardian 
Stone is ‘Will and Spirit.’ You will now 
be in Glacia. Follow the path until 
you come to the first T-Junction. Go 
left and find Aika’s Ice Splitter. Now 
head back in the other direction. 
There are two enemies that will cause 
you problems: the Dolstra and the 
Frost Worms. Both will require big 
moves such as Judgement and 
Pirate’s Wrath to even dent them. At 
the second T-Junction, head left for a 
confrontation with Zivilyn Bane. Cast 
Incremus, then use Pirate’s Wrath 
and Judgement to make short work 
of him. Your reward will be an Icyl 
Seed and a Winter Orb. At the third

junction, there are three possible 
routes. Turn right to get a Cham. Go 
straight ahead to find the Frostblade. 
Go left to find a Save Point. 


> This boss can be a complete nightmare 
if you don’t have the correct equipment. 
Before you challenge it, equip your party 
with Silvite Rings. IF you don’t have 
these, you’re in for a very tough battle! 
Avalauncher will hit any party members 
in the way for just under 2,000HP. Death 
Laser will cause instant death UNLESS 
you have a Silvite Ring equipped, in 
which case it will hit you around 200HP. 
Cast Incremus, then keep Focusing and 
casting Judgement and Pirate’s Wrath. 


GIGAS 


This Gigas is relatively easy to 
defeat. You should have 50,000HP 
by now. When protected by Increm, 
Voltigar and the Photon Charge will 


only hit you for around 3,000HP. 
The Ancient Cannon will miss every 
time, so stick to the Torpedo and 
the MoonStone Cannon. This 
combination will hit for around 
55,000HP! 


Travel across to the temple. Grab the 
Moonberry from the far right, then go 
inside and talk to Drachma. When he 
tells you he’s leaving, let him go. Now 
it’s time to return to Crescent Isle. 


Chapter 12: The 


Yellow Crystal 


*, With the new engines fitted to the 
“” Delphinus, you'll be able to fly 
under Valua and get to the crystal! 
Have a look around the island and give 
money to anyone who needs it. Go up 
to the Meeting Room — there you will 
decide on your next destination. In the 
morning, visit Polly. She'll agree to 
make you a Polly Special in exchange 
for 10 Grules. These fish can be found 
near the Dark Rift. 

Fly to Esparanza and chat to the 
locals. Don will join your crew as a 
Helmsman, the Tavern-keep will ask 
you to go on an errand for her, though 
you should think about this at some 
other time. Fly to lxa’taka and search 
above the clouds for a hug red Roc. 
You can also find a giant squid flying 
around near the Squid’s Nest 
Discovery. Both of these ship battles 
can be won quite easily by using 
standard tactics. 

Now fly to the Valuan Capital. 
Above the clouds to the north, you 
will Find Ilchymis’s Island. Talk to him 
and try to get him to join your party. 
Leave, then return and ask him again. 
As long as you have learned ‘Riselem’ 
he will join you as an Artisan. Grab the 
Cham, then head over to Tenkou 
Island. There is an island nearby 
(above the clouds) which holds ‘The 
Mother Tree’ Discovery. Now travel to 
the south-east corner of the map. 
West of the rift, you will find Ryu- 


kan’s house. He will join your party as 
an Artisan. Slightly north of here, you 
will find the ‘Inverse Isle’ Discovery. 
Return to base — Ryu-kan and Ilchymis 
will set up shops. Give money to 
whoever needs it and set off again. 

Fly under the clouds along the 
east coast of Valua until you find the 
‘Dancing Lights’ Discovery. This 
marks the entrance to the Maw of 
Tartus. Before you enter, fly due 
west, above the clouds until you get 
to Gordo’s Bistro. Talk to Domingo. 
He will join you if have 30 or more 
Discoveries. Grab the Cham before 
you leave. Now you can head back to 
the underground entrance to the 
Maw of Tartus. 

At the first fork, go right and grab 
the treasure. Then go back and take 
the left-hand route. At the second 
fork, go left and take the second 
treasure. Double back and take the 
right-hand route to the save point. 
(see Gigas boxout). 


Climb above the clouds and travel 
home to Crescent Isle. Talk to 
IIchymis. He’ll have a great new 
medicine for you called the Ilchymix, 
as well as a bunch of useful seeds to 
buy.
